State Regulation 
Governing 
Female Fishermen 


For those persons confused over 
the. licensing regulations ‘applying to 
female fishermen, the conservation 
department re- emphasizes that wives 
of resident fishermen only’ may fish 
free. They must fill out. the stub at- 
tached to their husband’s. $1.50 res- 
ident license at the time the license / 
is issued. : 

Wives of nonresident fishermen 
may not fish free. Nonresidents, 
male or female, must purchase either 
a 10-day temporary license for $2 or 
the annual license for $3. 

A nonresident is any person who 
has-not.been a resident of Michigan 
for six consecutive months prior to 
making application for license. Non- 
residents owning property in the 
state are not entitled to a resident 
license. All regularly enlisted or 
commissioned personnel of the Unit- 
ed States Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps officially stationed in Michi- 
gan aré qualified as residents,
